A Long Way From Home But - 


President Eisenhower's nationwide talk 


on the Far Eastern situation, particularly 
the heightened tension in the Straits of 
Formosa, was obviously intended as an 
•nswer to those Americans and British 
who mutter that our men shouldn't be 
asked to die for Quemoy or Matsu. 


As the president pointed out, failure to 


defend the offshore islands would be a 
"Western Pacific Munich" and no deter- 
rent to war in the area. The islands do not 
have the immense strategic value of the 
Sudetenland which England gave away un- 
der Hitler's pressure at that ill-fated meet- 
ing to preserve "peace in our time." But 
the islands are valuable both defensively 
to Chiang Kai-shek and in the event of any 
offensive action by either side in this Chi- 
nese civil war. They command the main- 
land ports of Amoy and Foochowand limit 
their commercial use or as invasion bases 
by the Reds. Since Chiang has committed 
more and more of his forces to the islands, 
they also serve as physical and electronic 
warning bases of any direct attack on 
Formosa and as bases for small craft and 
Nationalist and perhaps United States 
agents. 


Of even more importance in this tenu- 


ous game of chess, with justice and freedom 
as we understand it as the spoils, is the 
psychological value of the islands. Perhaps 
we were originally maneuvered into putting 
too much emphasis on them during at- 
tacks in the past. Perhaps Chiang is now 
using them as a lever to keep our Seventh 
fleet in the area. But if we permit the 
offshore islands to fall into Red hands, it 
'would be a simple announcement of the 
abandonment of principle to force. Our 
presence in the area is used by the Reds 
as a sign of "white imperialism" it is true; 
our failure would be a signal for wide- 
spread bargaining with communist forces 
since it would be obvious to our Far East- 
ern allies that we could not be trusted. It 
was our failure along those lines, in fact, 
which helped Mao Tse-tung to power, no 


matter what the failures of the Nationalist 
government on the mainland. 


We have a mutual defense treaty with 


the Nationalists, signed in 1954, which 
pledges that "each party recognizes that 
an armed attack in the West Pacific area 
directed against the territories of other 
of the parties would be dangerous to its 
own peace and safety... 'Territories' shall 
mean in respect of the Republic of 
China, Taiwan and the Pescadores ... 
and such other territories as may be de- 
termined by mutual agreement..." Let us 
not today repeat Dean Acheson's error of 
telling the enemy just what we will defend 
and then change our minds! 


Red China obviously is using this new 


attack as a further bid to recognition and 
membership in the United Nations. The 
Peiping government may have arranged the 
plan with the Kremlin, or it may be part of 
a diplomatic power struggle among the 
communists. Chou En-lai may be pointing 
out with a bombardment of the islands that 
the Red Chinese are of tremendous im- 
portance to the communist world. The risk 
of real war is not great unless an outright 
attempt to capture the islands is made. 
Certainly, strategically from the communist 
point of view, the threat is worth the, risk. 
They save face by going into conference 
again with us, alert the Russians as to their 
importance, and make headlines around 
the world. 


Our own ready acceptance of further 


talks in Warsaw was a countermove. It 
postpones actual battle, perhaps will pre- 
vent it, and we have lost no ground, physi- 
cally or diplomatically. Eventual recogni- 
tion of the Peiping government may come 
about, but it is likely that the whole matter 
again will be defeated in the United Na- 
tions. 


Once the talks start the shooting will 


die down again and the Reds will foment 
trouble somewhere else in the world. That 
is the pattern for the future and we might 
just as well take the long view. But an inch 
given from now on is an inch lost. 


A Matter of Right or Wrong 


The Supreme Court decision that inte- 


gration at Central High school in Little 
Rock could not be delayed for the 2Vfc 
years requested by the school board was 
really the only decision that the high 
court could make. Any compromise in this 
situation, no matter how tense the atmos- 
phere or how difficult the integration will 
be, would have amounted to submission of 
the principle of justice to the threat of un- 
ruly force. 


This is not to say that all schools in the 


South must be immediately integrated. 
The court's order, some time after its 
momentous 1954 decision reversing the 
"separate but equal" philosophy, was that 
such integration should proceed with "all 
deliberate speed" and that federal courts 
in each area should be the deciding bodies. 
But at Little Rock integration had already 
been ordered. The fact that it was picked 
up by anti-integration elements as a cause 
celebre and used by the governor of 
Arkansas as a political soapbox changed 
the atmosphere but not the basic problem. 


Since the 1954 decision, the spotlight 


on segregation and the battles in the 
South to preserve it have brought to light a 
lot of facts unnoticed, particularly by 
northerners. Negro youngsters in many 
schools have more difficulty than white 


youngsters and lower the standards in 
classrooms. There is the added problem 
of racial fights, the higher prevalence of 


• crime, the ever present social conflicts. 


Northerners have come to realize that mix- 
ing the races in school is not simply a mat- 
ter of swallowing prejudice. There must be 
a great deal of tolerance and intent to 
work hard at the business and it must be 
on both sides. 


But, as long as this is a land of law and 


order, a decision declared just by the high- 
est court in the land cannot be cast aside 
by ambitious politicians, irresponsible agi- 
tators or sideburned hoods with a yen to 
throw a bottle or bloody a nose. The inte- 
gration of southern schools, as well the 
assimilation of the increasing number of 
Negroes moving into northern communi- 
ties, is going to present stupendous prob- 
lems in the years ahead. The better ele- 
ments of both races are going to have a 
great deal of grief, partly because of the 
mistakes and exploitations- of the past, 
partly because of the stifling and resent- 
ment of the present. 


But those who argue that integration 


should be delayed at Little Rock "because 
education is more important" have neg- 
lected to note that education which accepts 


. the principle of might triumphant over 


right is a poor education for Americans. 


Be Caretul How You Say It 


The trend away from some aspects of 


"realism" in movies and television has 
been increasing so as not to hurt the feel- 
ings of minority groups. Jews protested the 
portrayal of Dickens' slimy Fagin in 
Oliver Twist, an Irish congressman bitterly 
protested the brogue and words to the 
song Who Threw The Overalls In Mrs. 
Murphy's Chowder, and Indians don't get 
shot on the screen any more unless their 
motives for massacre are psychologically 
explained or they are labeled renegades 
and not the really nice calm Comanche- 
type. 


Now Pearl Bailey has criticized the line 


"Ain't I Done Told You?" in the filming 
of Porgy and Bess as in "bad taste." 


Perhaps there is some justification for 


this line of tinkering. Evil or ridiculous 
prototypes of one particular race, national- 
ity or creed are not true to life either. And 


yet it would seem that ethnic groups 
should be proud of their characteristics, 
even some of the less fortunate 
ones. 


Authors use such personal allusion such as 
Graham Greene did in The Quiet American 
to simplify literature. When American 
critics howled about his naive, foggy do- 
gooder they failed to notice that he was 
merely a foil for the main British character 
and the battle for his soul. Perpetuating 
popular notions that red-haired people 
have violent tempers, that the Scottish 
squeeze their pennies or that the French 
can't talk without their hands simply makes 
things easier for writers and a lot more in- 
teresting for readers and viewers. 


Reducing the citizens of the United 


States and the world to a group of identi- 
cal, milk-toasty people speaking the same 
language with the same accent is not the 
way to peace. And everyone would proba- 
bly bore everyone else into a battle. 


Grading Diplomas Can Help 
Employers, Give Incentive

Dr. James Conant, former 


ambassador to West Ger- 
many and former president 
of Harvard university, has 
suggested that high schools 
and possibly colleges devel- 
op a system of grading their 
diplomas. 


In other words, Dr. Conant 


points out that a general 
high school diploma — given 
to all students who finish 
their courses successfully — 
does not distinguish between 
the exceptionally talented 
and the barely passable stu- 
dents. 


Dr. Conant believes that 


if a transcript of a student's 


grades were placed on the 
back 
of the 
diploma 
it 


would be a good idea. We 
heartily agree with this sug- 
gestion. In addition, he sug- 
gests that high schools, and 
possibly 
colleges, 
might 


want to distinguish from the 
exceptionally talented, and 
those who make excellent 
grades, and those who did 
not achieve much distinction 
in the academic field. 


This would enable pros- 


pective employers to learn 
something from the diplo- 
ma. He could tell whether 
he had a straight-A student, 
and in what courses his pros- 
pective employee was par- 


ticularly proficient. In brief, 
he could, from this diploma, 
learn something of the po- 
tential talents and abilities 
of the job applicant. 


Wo favor this system be- 


cause it would benefit the 
employer, and because it 
would be a better record 
than is now contained on a 
diploma. We also favor it be- 
cause we think it would do 
much in the way of an incen- 
tive. If students knew their 
records were to be attached 
to their diplomas, and if they 
knew that prospective em- 
ployers would look over their 
grades and see what they 
did in the various courses 
and what grades they made, 
it would certainly be an 
added incentive for them to 
apply themselves in high 
school and college.

President Eisenhower's nationwide talk 


on the Far Eastern situation, particularly 
the heightened tension in the Straits of 
Formosa, was obviously intended as an 
answer to those Americans and British 
who mutter that our men shouldn't be 
asked to die for Quemoy or Matsii. 


As the president pointed out, failure to 


defend the offshore islands would be a 
"Western Pacific Munich" and no deter- 
rent to war in the area. The islands do not 
have the immense strategic" value of the 
Sudetenland which England gave away un- 
der Hitler's pressure at that ill-fated meet- 
ing to preserve "peace in our time." But 
the islands are valuable both defensively 
to Chiang Kai-shek and in the event of any 
offensive action by either side in this Chi- 
nese civil war. They command the main- 
land ports of Amoy and Foochow and limit 
their commercial use or as invasion bases 
by the Reds. Since Chiang has committed 
more and more of his forces to the islands, 
they also serve as physical and electronic 
warning bases of any direct attack on 
Formosa and as bases for small craft and 
.Nationalist and perhaps United States 
agents. 


Of even more importance in this tenu- 


ous game of chess, with justice and freedom 
as we understand it as the spoils, is the 
psychological value of the islands. Perhaps 
we were originally maneuvered into putting 
"too much emphasis on them during at- 
tacks in the past. Perhaps Chiang is now 
using them as a lever to keep our Seventh 
fleet in the area. But if we permit the 
•offshore islands to fall into Red hands, it 
wmld be a simple announcement of the 
abandonment of principle to force. Our 
presence in the area is used by the Reds 
as a sign of "white imperialism" it is true: 
our failure would be a signal for wide- 
spread bargaining with communist forces 
since it would be obvious to our Far East- 
ern allies that we could not be trusted. It 
was our failure along those lines, in fact, 
which helped Mao Tse-tung to power, no 


""-"matter what the failures of the Nationalist 


government on the mainland. 


We have a mutual defense treaty with 


the Nationalists, signed in 1954, which 
pledges that "each party recognizes that 
an armed attack in the West Pacific area 
directed against the territories of other 
of the parties would be dangerous tojts 
own peace and safety... 'Territories' shall 
mean in respect of the Republic of 
China, Taiwan and the Pescadores . .. 
and such other territories as may be de- 
termined by mutual agreement..." Let us 
not today repeat Dean Acheson's error of 
telling the enemy just what we will defend 
and then change our minds! 


Red China obviously is using this new 


attack as a further bid to recognition and 
membership in the United Nations. The 
Peiping government may have arranged the 
plan with the Kremlin, or it may be part of 
a diplomatic power struggle among the 
communists. Chou En-lai may be pointing 
out with a bombardment of the islands that 
the Red Chinese are of tremendous im- 
portance to the communist world. The risk 
of real war is not great unless an outright 
attempt to capture the islands is made. 
Certainly, strategically from the communist 
point of view, the threat is worth the risk. 
They save face by going into conference 
again with us, alert the Russians as to their 
importance, and make headlines around 
the world. 


Our own ready acceptance of further 


talks in Warsaw was a countermove. It 
postpones actual battle, perhaps will pre- 
vent it, and we have lost no ground, physi- 
cally or diplomatically. Eventual recogni- 
tion of the Peiping government may come 
about, but it is likely that the whole matter 
again will be defeated in the United Na- 
tions. 


Once the talks start the shooting will 


die down again and the Reds will foment 
trouble somewhere else in the world. That 
is the pattern for the future and we might 
just as well take the long view. But an inch 
given from now on is an inch lost 


A Matter of Right or Wrong 


The Supreme Court decision that inte- 


gration at Central High school in Little 
Rock could not be delayed for the 2& 
years requested by the school board was 
really the only decision that the high 
court could make. Any compromise in this 
situation, no matter how tense the atmos- 
phere or how difficult the integration will 
be, would have amounted to submission of 
the principle of justice to the threat of un- 
ruly force. 


This is not to say that all schools in the 


South must be immediately integrated. 
The court's order, some time after its 
momentous 1954 decision reversing the 
"separate but equal" philosophy, was that 
such integration should proceed with "ah1 


deliberate speed" and that federal courts 
in each area should be the deciding bodies. 
But at Little Rock integration had already 
been ordered. The fact that it was picked 
up by anti-integration elements as a cause 
celebre and used by the governor of 
Arkansas as a political soapbox changed 
the atmosphere but not the basic problem. 


Since the 1954 decision, the spotlight 


on segregation and the battles in the 
South to preserve it have brought to light a 
lot of facts unnoticed, particularly by 
northerners. Negro youngsters in many 
schools have more difficulty than white 


youngsters and lower the standards in 
classrooms. There is the added problem 
of racial fights, the higher prevalence of 
crime, the ever present social conflicts. 
Northerners have come to realize that mix- 
ing the races in school is not simply a mat- 
ter of swallowing prejudice. There must be 
a great deal of tolerance and intent to 
work hard at the business and it must be 
on both sides. 


But, as long as this is a land of law and 


order, a decision declared just by the high- 
est court in the land cannot be cast aside 
by ambitious politicians, irresponsible agi- 
tators or sideburned hoods with a yen to 
throw a bottle or bloody a nose. The inte- 
gration of southern schools, as well the 
assimilation of the increasing number of 
Negroes moving into northern communi- 
ties, is going to present stupendous prob- 
lems in the years ahead. The better ele- 
ments of both races are going to have a 
great deal of grief, partly because of the 
mistakes and exploitations af the past, 
partly because of the stifling and resent- 
ment of the present. 


But those who argue that integration 


should be delayed at Little Rock "because 
education is more important" have neg- 
lected to note that education which accepts 


. the principle of might triumphant over 


right is a poor education for Americans.

"Ain't I Done Told You?" in the filming 
of Porgy and Bess as in "bad taste." 


Perhaps there is some justification for 


this line of tinkering. Evil or ridiculous 
prototypes of one particular race, national- 
ity or creed are not true to life either. And 


yet it would seem that ethnic groups 
should be proud of their characteristics, 
even 
some of the less fortunate ones. 


Authors use such personal allusion such as 
Graham Greene did in The Quiet American 
to simplify literature. When American 
critics howled about his naive, foggy do- 
gooder they failed to notice that he was 
merely a foil for the main British character 
and the battle for his soul. Perpetuating 
popular notions that red-haired people 
have violent tempers, that the Scottish 
squeeze their pennies or that the French 
can't talk without their hands simply makes 
things easier for writers and a lot more in- 
teresting for readers and viewers. 


Reducing the citizens of the United 


States and the world to a group of identi- 
cal, milk-toasty people speaking the same 
language with the same accent is not the 
way to peace. And everyone would proba- 
bly bore everyone else into a battle. 


Grading Diplomas Can Help 
Employ ersr Give Incentive

Dr. James Conant, former 


ambassador to West Ger- 
many and former president 
of Harvard university, has 
suggested that high schools 
and possibly colleges devel- 
op a system of grading their 
diplomas. 


In other words, Dr. Conant 


points out that a general 
high school diploma — given 
to all students who finish 
their courses successfully — 
does not distinguish between 
the exceptionally talented 
and the barely passable stu- 
dents. 


Dr. Conant believes that 


if a transcript of a student's 


grades were placed on the 
back 
of the 
diploma it 


would be a good idea. We 
heartily agree with this sug- 
gestion. In addition, he sug- 
gests that high schools, and 
possibly 
colleges, 
might 


want to distinguish from tho 
exceptionally talented, and 
those who make excellent 
grades, and those who did 
not achieve much distinction 
in the academic field. 


This would enable pros- 


pective employers to learn 
something from the diplo- 
ma. He could tell whether 
he had a straight-A student, 
and in what courses his pros- 
pective employee was par- 


ticularly proficient. In brief, 
he could, from this diploma, 
learn something of the po- 
tential talents and abilities 
of the job applicant. 


We favor this system be- 


cause it would benefit the 
employer, and because it 
would be a better record 
than is now contained on a 
diploma. We also favor it be- 
cause we think it would do 
much in the way of an incen- 
tive. If students knew their 
records were to be attached 
to their diplomas, and if they 
knew that prospective em- 
ployers would look over their 
grades and see what they 
did in the various courses 
and what grades they made, 
it would certainly' be an 
added incentive for them to 
apply themselves in high 
school and college.

first hit the headlines in June. 
It now is being said, of course, 
that the Maine election 
week ago •accentuated the im- 
portance of the issue. This 
sounds like an alibi from the 
side that, for other reasons, 
lost the election and from 
those weak-kneed candidates 
among the Republicans who 
now fear they may lose out, 
too—also for other reasons. 


If the Republican nominees
